Next Tuesday is general elec­ 
tion day. It will be the first time in 
the history of Hamlin when there 
will be two voting boxes here. This 
news is being published very late. 
It will prevent much confusion for 
every one who learns of this to speak 
of it in conversation with everybody 
they 
come in 
contact. 
Roughly 
speaking, the territory included in 
this new box will be all persons 
residing east of the Tuxedo Box and 
North of the M. K. & T. Ry. 
and 
west of Central Avenue, 
beginning 
at the Katy Depot and North of Calif­ 
ornia Creek West to the 
Fisher 
County Line. Get this:—If you live 
north of the Katy and West of Cen­ 
tral Avenue and north of California 
Creek, then you belong to vote in 
West Hamlin. 
Mr. PT I. Walker is appointed to 
hold the election in this New Box, 
and he states that the place of voting 
will be in the— Union Tabernacle. 
This ought to be clear concern­ 
ing this change. 
There is no change in the old 
Hamlin Box. All voters will cast 
their votes at the City Hall and 
Garland Tumi in is appointed to hold 
the election there. So in the future 
voting in Hamlin will be known as 
East and West Hamlin. Tell all you 
meet and avoid 
confusion. West 
Hamlin votes this year at the Tab­ 
ernacle and East Hamlin at the City 
Hall. 
This division was granted by the 
Commissioners court last August. 
And it was done because the 
vote 
was so heavy in the Hamlin box that 
it required much time and delay in 
getting the count out after the polls 
closed. 


T W E N T Y Y E A R S AGO 
(October 28, 1949) 


A total of 3,658 bales of cotton 
had been ginned by the two Hamlin 
establishments prior to Thursday, 
managers of the firms reported. 
The gins were slowed down by 
rains over the week-end, and Mon­ 
day, but reported that only a slight 
delay in ginning was occasioned. 
The damp weather enabled the gins 
to catch up with the cotton harvest. 
One gin manager said Thursday 
that farmers who go back into their 
fields too quickly after rains, suffer 
loss of considerable money in lower 
grades of cotton. If the cotton is left 
to dry on the stalk, he said, it will 
not suffer as much damage in price. 


Hamlin's 
street - curbing and 
drainage project has been shutdown 
for several days, 
and will not get 
underway again until the Santa Fe 
Railroad completes its agreement to 
put drain pipes under its tracks, 
Holly Toler, mayor, said Thursday. 
The work of installing curbing 
and gutter on North Central Avenue 
was completed several weeks ago, 
andw'orkwas begun on curbing East 
Lake Drive, when crews in charge 
of the work had to be pulled off the 
job to await the Santa Fe’a part of 
the project. 
When the project was outlined. 
Toler said, the railroad company 
agreed to put in tw’o 42-inch drain 
pipes, to carrs excess surface wa­ 
ters from SE Avenue B, into the 
creek southeast of Hamlin. 
It is planned to lower the surface 
of SE Avenue B to serve as a drain­ 
age canal for water that heretofore 
has collected at Central and Lake 
Drive. 
Toler said Thursday the railroad 
has been promising to start con­ 
struction on the project for several 
weeks, but no definite action has yet 
been taken. 
He said the highway department 


crews will return here immediately 
to resume work on the streets, when 
the railroad finishes its part of the 
improvement program. 
Meanwhile residents and busi­ 
ness firms along East Lake Drive 
are plagued w ith a deep ditch between 
their property and the street, and 
traffic is unable to cross the mud- 
filled channel. 
Hamlin's belated street 
m ark­ 
ers are ready for erection, 
B. 
V. 
Newberry, 
chairman of the street 
naming committee, 
said this week 
—but the committee has run out of 
funds and has nobody willing to put 
them up without getting paid. 
The markers arrived twoweek^ 
ago, and have been assembled ready 
for 
immediate 
installation. 
The 
markers have also been paid for, 
Newberry said. 
Angle Iron, cutin 8-foot lengths, 
for uprights on the m arkers, also 
has arrived, and been paid for. Holes 
have also been drilled into the iron 
lengths for bolting on the street 
names. 
In fact, 
Newberry announced, 
everything is ready, except some­ 
body to do the work of drilling the 
holes, mixing concrete and setting 
the uprights. 
Money derived from the sale of 
house 
numbers has paid for the 
m arkers and the angle iron, but not 
sufficient money has been received 
to employ a crew to erect the m ark­ 
ers. 
Pat Marlow, president ot the Ro­ 
tary Club, and A. G. Irwin, presi­ 
dent of the Lions Club, have said 
they will name others from the two 
organizations to help work out a 
plan for erecting the markers.

Motor Vehicle 
Inspections Run 
Behind Lost Yeor 


AUSTIN - - Colonel Wil­ 
son E. Spoir. director of the 
Texas Department 
of Pub­ 
lic Safety, said today that 
motor vehicle inspections in 
Texas are running 
almost 
30'J, 
behind the inspection 
rate at this time last year. 
‘‘Unless 
the 
inspection 
rate increases, there are go­ 
ing to be some awfully long 
lines 
at inspection 
stations 
prior to the April 15 dead­ 
line.’' Speir said. 
During the year which end­ 
ed August 31, some 6.3 mil­ 
lion vehicles were inspected 
in Texas. Since September I, 
only 538,000 have reached the 
required inspection. 
The State Motor Vehicle 
Inspection Act was amended 
by the Legislature to provide 
that inspection stickers 
is­ 
sued after September I will 
expire 12 months from tho 
date of issue. However, the 
law requires that all motor 
vehicles display a new .stick­ 
er before April 15, 1970. 
Speir noted that the new 
stickers are being placed on 
the driver’s side of the wind­ 
shield and contain a number 
tab shewing the month of ex­ 
piration. The old stickers are 
on .he passenger or right­ 
hand side and have no num­ 
ber tab. 
“The inspection program is 
intended to discover vehicle 
defects which may lead to an 
accident. We urge all Tex­ 
ans to have their vehicles in­ 
spected soon to make sure 
they ire safe for winter driv­ 
ing,” Speir said.

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Frank Calhoun 
Named to Serve 
On Committee 


AUSTIN — District 62’s 
State

The Committee on Faculty 
Compensation 
was 
created 
during the 59th Legislature, 
and was continued 
by the 
Senate Concurrent Resolution 
32 during the 61st Legislature. 


The IT. S. Department of 
Agriculture, on October 31, 
1969. announced 
1970-crop 
upland cotton price-support 
loan and pa\ment rates. 
The national average price- 
support loan rate for Mid­ 
dling 1-inch cotton at average 
location has been set at 20.25 
cents per pound for the 1970 
crop. 
Price-support 
loans 
available to program cooper­ 
ators for different individual 
qualities will be based on the 
Middling 1-inch rate. This is 
the same rate as that appli­ 
cable to the 1969 crop, 
The price-support payment 
rate to program cooperators 
has been established at 16.80 
cents per pound. This pay­ 
ment 
is in addition to the 
price-support loan. It is the 
amount necessary in addition 
lo the loan to provide pro­ 
ducers 
at least 65 percent 
of parity on cotton produced 
within the acreage permitted 
Tinder the program. The pay­ 
ment is made to cooperators 
on acreage planted within the 
domestic allotment which is 
65 percent of the total farm 
allotment. The 1970 rate com­ 
pares 
to a 1969 
program 
price-support 
rate of 14-73 
cents per pound. 
Today’s announcement, along 
with previous determinations, 
gives cotton producers basic 
information on next year’s 
program prior to a mail ref­ 
erendum, December 1-5, on 
1970 crop cotton marketing 
quotas. 
In the referendum, 
at least two-thirds of the up­ 
land cotton growers voting 
must 
approve 
marketing 
quotas before the essential 
features of tho program can 
go into effect. If more than 
one-third of the growers vote 
“no,” the only cotton program 
will be price support at 50 
percent of parity for grow­ 
ers who do not exceed their 
acreage allotment. 
The 1970 loan rate was es­ 
tablished 
under 
legal pro­ 
visions 
calling for a level 
which 
will 
reflect 
— 
for 
Middling 1-inch upland cot­ 
ton at average location in the 


United States — not in ex­ 
cess of 90 percent of the esti­ 
mated 
average world price 
for 
the 1970-71 marketing 
year. The loan rate announced 
October 31 will continue “one 
price" 
cotton 
making 
it 
possible for U. S. cotton to 
move in either domestic or 
export channels without an 
export payment. 
The carryover 
of upland 
cotton as of August I, 1970. 
Is expected 
to fall to the 
fewest level since 1953. 
In 
view of the small carryover, 
payments will not be offered 
in 1970 for diverting acreage 
from cotton. Special provis­ 
ions for small farmers, how­ 
ever, will be continued. 
Small farms, that is farms 
with allotments of IO acres 
or less or with projected pro­ 
duction from the allotment 
of 3,600 pounds or less, may 
plant the entire farm allot­ 
ment and, in addition to the 
price-support payment on the 
domestic 
allotment, receive 
payment 
on the domestic 
allotment, 
receive payment 
of 11.95 cents per pound on 
th.- projected yield of 35 per­ 
cent of the farm allotment. 
Previously announced were 
upland cotton quotas, national 
and State acreage allotments, 
national and farm domestic 
allotments, 
national 
and 
State projected yields, skip- 
row planting provisions, the 
lease and sale of allotments, 
and the national export mar­ 
ket acreage. 
Payments under the pro­ 
gram would bo subject to any 
limitation that might he re­ 
quired by Congress 
in the 
Department 
of Agriculture 
appropriations.
